THE NORTHERN 
DORADO. 


Another party of successful miners 


has arrived at San Francisco from the 
Klondyke. They left Seattle for the 
far north less than a year ago and from 
olaims which they located on El Dorado 
creek took out over $700,000 m gold in 
less than three mouths. 


Assuming that what they report is 


true, and as they brongbt the dust with 
them there cannot be much doubt of it, 
it is unieasonable to suppose that men 
with health, e nergy and money to pur- 
chase an outfit, will stay away from 
Alaska unless they are doing well at 
home. Thousands will flock to the 
gold fields and brave the rigora of an 
Arctic winter for a chance of making a 
fortune m a year or two. It has always j 
been so and it doubtless ever will be so 
as long as wealth is an object of human 
desire. 


Alaska has an area of 577,000 square 


miles; its extreme breadth is 800 a ad 
its extreme length 1,100 miles. 
The 


Canadian Northwest Territory, which 
adjoins it on the east, is also extensive, 
and while it is improbable that gold 
abounds in the greater part of this vast 
area, the placers are known to be ex- 
tensive and gold-bearing rock in places 
is certain to be discovered. 


Dr. C. F. Dickenson, who has arrived 


at San Francisco from Cook's Inlet, is 
reported as saying that the gold ex- 
citement prevails all over Alaeka 
It 


is something unprecedented 
and it 


threatens to depopulate many of the 
trading posts and coast towns. When 
he left Kodiak two weeks ago the people 
were leaving that section for the Klcn- 
dyke country, and mines that were 
paying handsomely at Cook's Inlet 
,were deserted. 


Dr. Diokenson says that in his opin- 


ion as good placer diggings can be 
found at Cook's Inlet as in the Klon- 
dyke region. 
There is not a foot of 


ground .that does not contain gold in 
appreciable quantities. 
There is room 


about the Inlet for thousands of men 
aud there ia certainly no better pla_e 
in the world for a poor man. 


Cook's Inlet is on the coast, distant 


from San Francisco about two week's 
sail by steamer. 
If Dr. Dickenson IB H 


reliable man and correctly reported, it 
is not necessary to go to Klondyke to 
find paying mines and a good country 
for a poor man, as there are good mines 
at or near Cook's Inlet. 
That plate is 


accessible at all seasons of the year by 
steamer or sailing vessel and the win- 
ters are not as severe as in Montana 
Though the mines may not be as rich 
as at Olondyke, they are much more 
easily reached, they can be worked 
more readily, provisions are not so 
high, and a person is not outsidea the 
confines of civilization. The fai e from 
San Francisco is probably not more 
tUn fifty or sixty dollars, and an ener- 
gstic person might be able to find pay- 
ing mines before winter set in. If it is,
